It is not uncommon for club officials 
to criticise the referee when their teams have 


lost. 


When both clubs 
criticise, or the winning 
club does, it becomes a 
serious matter. 


All too often I hear the 
remark from clubs 
Involved in vital 

ames: ‘It could have 

een a great game, but 
it was spoiled by bad 
refereeing.” 


This is often foliowed 
by -- ‘I don’t blame the 
referee too much. He 
did his best, but this 
game should have had 
an experienced man, 
the fellow we had just 
couldn’t hold the game, 
he obviously lacked 
experience.” 


There is nothing that 
can destroy the con- 
fidence of an inex- 
perienced referee more 
than appointing him to 
a fame beyond his 
ability.

Isn’t it also important 
to give clubs a fair 
go?Only recently an

between a club in the top 
four and the bottom 
club.

A relatively inex- 
perienced Grade III 
man was put in charge 
of this one. 


Without labouring 
these situations, the 
following questions 
come to mind. 


(a) How much in- 
formation is fed to the 


selection committee on 
an_ individual referee’s 
ability? 


(b) How much in- 
formation does the 
committee have on the 
relative importance of 
ames in the various 
visigns? 


(c) Are referees 
selected specifically for 
tight games, or games 
where trouble could 
occur? 


(d) Does the com- 
mittee hold the view 
that referees in an 
particular grade are all 
equal? 


(e) Have clubs sent in 
complaints on referee's 
handling of games? 


If so, what action has 
been taken and have 
any of the findings been 
channelled to the 
selectors? 


This is only one side of 
the story. 


How many ‘clubs treat 
a referee with the 
respect and courtesy his 
office warrants? 


How many officials 
re-judge a. referee 


cause they had had’ 


him™ before’ ‘and their 
team lost? 


How many referees 
fail to use un- 
derstanding and 
common sense and 
adopt a high-handed, 
dogmatic approach, 
mistakenly _ believing 
that it emphasises their 
authority? 


Another point which 
should be stressed is 
club discipline of 
players on the field of 
play. 


How many clubs 
crack down on players 
who try to argue with 
the referee and show 
dissent? 


Lastly, what steps is 
the Referees’ 
Association taking with 
members who do not 
turn up, particularly at 
reserves games?

There are faults and 
weaknesses on all sides. 


One thing is certain, 
atience, ought and 
intelligent action are 
needed by all parties.

Coaching Hints 
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EARN TO TRAP 
BAL

-non-stop play impossible 


Is it possible to play without trapping the 
ball? 


The answer -- it is often impossible, 
especially when no-one is in a position to pass 
the ball to. 


When playing against a team that uses the 
off-side-trap, fou must beat a man and play 
square balls. This is the only way to overcome 
the tactic. 


Timing is most important. The ball has to be 
‘trapped as ‘quickly as possibile. 


' That means you must be able to control the 
ball from any position -- standing, running and 
jumping. 


When getting set to stop the ball, you should 
first judge its speed and direction and then 
position yourself to allow the most effective 
movement of that part of the body which will 
meet the ball. 


@ continuous practice is essential and while 
watching the youngsters practice, the coach 
should correct any faults; = 


@ exercises must be repeated and there must 
be a progression from easy to difficult, from 
known to unknown. 


When learning to trap the ball, boys must 
first learn how to stop it on the ground. Next 
come high balls, which they: stop first on the 
ground and then in the air. 


In the beginning they should use their better 
foot. The distance the ball travels and its speed 
should gradually be increased. 


The boys can then start kicking against a 
wall and try to ‘‘kill’ the return.

If West Germany would 
have won the World 
Soccer Cup, the rules of 
the next competition in 
Munich, West Germany, 
in 1974, would have to be 
changed. 

For a West German 
victory would have 
meant that in 1974 they 
would be both host 
country and champion 
nation. 

Under the rules of the 
International Federation 
of Soccer Associations 
(FIFA) the hosts and 
reigning champions 
automatically qualify. 
But in the 40 years of the 
competition so far the 
same country has never 
held both honors. 

If West Germany would 
have beaten Italy and 
Brazil, FIFA would have 


discussed the 
predicament at their end- 
of-competition con- 
ference. 


Three host nations have 
won the Juies Rimet 
trophy during the eight 
World Cups since 1930 - 
Uruguay in 1930, Italy in 
1934 and England in 1966. 

But no nation has won 
the cup in the com- 
petition prior to the one 
when they would be 
Playing on home soil.
